Australia’s net foreign liabilities at 30 June 1990 totalled 
$161,820 million. This was an increase of $330 million, or 0.2 per cent, 
on the position at the end of the March quarter, 


Net foreign debt of $124,528 million accounted for over three quarters 
of the level of net foreign liabilities at 30 June. This was slightly down 
on the previous quarter due largely to capital transactions (net capital 
outflow) and exchange rate movements (appreciation of $A), partly 
offset by other changes.

The ratio of Australia’s net international investment position to 
gross domestic product (GDP) at 30 June 1990 was 43.9 per cent, 
up 0.9 of a percentage point on the ratio at 30 June 1989 but 
down 0.5 of a percentage point on the ratio at 31 March 1990. 


The ratio of net foreign debt to GDP was 33.8 per cent, 
up 1.2 percentage points on a year earlier but down 0.6 of a percentage 
point on the ratio at 31 March 1990, 


Net investment income payable abroad during the June quarter was 
$3,950 million, down $131 million, or 3 per cent, on the amount payable 
in the March quarter. 


For the year ended June quarter 1990, the ratio of net investment 
income payable abroad to exports of goods and services was 25.5 per 
cent, a rise of 0.6 of a percentage point on the ratio recorded for the 
year ended March quarter 1990. The ratio of net interest payable on 
foreign debt to exports of goods and services for the year ended June 
1990 was 19.8 per cent, compared with 18.9 per cent for the year ended 
a quarter earlier.

Manufacturing output: ambivalent 
signs continue 
Ten of the twenty-five commodities covered by the monthly survey of 


manufacturing recorded increased seasonally adjusted production 
between June and July 1990. 


The largest percentage increases in manufacturing output in July came 
in textile floor coverings (up 21.7% following an 11.9% fall the previous 
month), clothes washing machines (up 13.4% on top of an increase of 
14% between May and June) and wool woven fabric (up 13.0% 
following an 11.3% increase). 


The major falls occurred in the production of confectionery other than 
chocolate based (a 21.6% decrease which more than offset an 11% 
increase the previous month), cotton woven fabric (down 13.5%) and 
rotary type petrol lawn mowers (down 11.4%, continuing the falling 
production measured since March 1990). 


The latest month's figures do not help the assessment of overall trends. 
In the trend estimates ten of the commodities are showing increased 
production, eleven have falling production; for the other four, the trend 
remains flat.

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Further decrease in prices of 
materials used in manufacturing 

The price indexes of materials used in manufacturing industries 
decreased by 1.9 per cent in June 1990, the third consecutive month that 
prices have fallen. 


The monthly decrease was again largely a result of lower prices for 
crude petroleum (the index does not yet reflect increases in crude 
petroleum prices recorded over recent weeks), and for sheep and lambs. 


The annual change in the index fell 2.8 per cent in June, the first annual 
decrease recorded since February 1989. 


The table below shows the difference in these price movements for 
imported and home produced materials.

July registrations up — but trend 
still down 


Registrations of new motor vehicles increased by 11.8 per cent to 54,999 
in July after seasonal adjustment. 


Cars and station wagons rose by 14.1 per cent to 44,736, while other 
vehicles increased by 3.3 per cent to 10,613. The increases followed a 
sharp decline in the previous month, and the trend estimate of total 
registrations continued the decline of recent months with a fall of 
0.9 per cent. 


Nevertheless, seasonally adjusted the July 1990 figure was 5.4 per cent 
higher than July 1989 registrations. 


Note that due to computer processing problems in the South Australian 
Motor Vehicle Registry, South Australia has provided an estimate for 
July rather than actual registrations.

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New survey accounts for accountants 


Accounting enterprises employed about 49,000 people in Australia in 
1987-88. The 6,050 enterprises in the industry generated turnover of 
$2,334 million that year, mostly in the form of fees for professional 
services. 


Net operating surplus (profit before interest and tax) for the industry 
was $497 million. Operating surplus was about 23 per cent of turnover 
for unincorporated firms and about 12 per cent for the companies in the 
industry. 


Statistics from a new ABS survey of the accounting services industry 
also show that: 


© the nine largest enterprises in the industry (those employing 500 or 
more persons) together accounted for 25 per cent of employment 
and generated 36 per cent of the industry's turnover. 


© average net operating surplus for the principals of unincorporated 
accounting enterprises was about $57,000 (not including the 
amounts they receive from their service enterprises). 


© females comprise about 50 per cent of people employed in the 
industry but only about 7 per cent of nearly 8,000 principals 
(partners or sole proprietors) of accounting enterprises. 


© New South Wales contributed 41 per cent of the turnover in 
Australia compared to this State’s 34 per cent share of the 
population.

Steady price increases in house

Over the year to June 1990 prices for house building materials increased 
by 62 per cent . This continued the downward trend in the annual rate 
evident since October 1988.

Dwelling unit approvals falling again 


Both private houses and total dwelling unit approvals are trending 
downwards after a brief period of stabilisation which followed the steep 
fall between March and October 1989. 


The number of private sector houses approved in July 1990 fell by 
5.3 per cent from June, in seasonally adjusted terms, The 7,460 private 

sector houses approved in July (seasonally adjusted) is the lowest 

number recorded in a single month since June 1987. ' 


Total dwelling units approved also fell in July 1990 (by 5.0% seasonally 
adjusted) to their lowest level since June 1987.

Age at marriage keeps climbing 


In 1989, there were 117,176 marriages registered in Australia, This figure 
was only marginally greater than 1988 registrations (116,816), and 
actually represents a drop of one per cent in the marriage rate. 


The 1989 marriage figures show that whatever their marital status, 
Australians are getting married at a later age than before. In 1989, the 
median age at first marriage for men was 26.3 years, compared with 
26.1 in 1988 and 24.4 years in 1981. For women, the 1989 median age at 
first marriage was 24.2 years compared with 24.0 in 1988 and 22.1 years 
in 1981, 


Age at remarriage also increased. In 1989, che median age at remarriage 
for divorced men was 39.3, compared with 38.9 in 1988 and 36.0 years 
in 1981. The median age at remarriage for divorced women in 1989 was 
35.6 years. This figure is also up on the 1988 and 1981 levels of 35.3 and 
32.9 respectively. 


The time interval to remarriage after divorce is similar for both sexes, 
but widowed men are remarrying much sooner than their female 
counterparts. For widowed males, the time interval for 63 percent of 
those remarrying in 1989 was less than 5 years, with the largest number 
remarrying two years after their previous marriage had ended. For 
widowed females, the time interval for 43 per cent of those remarrying 
was less than 5 years from the end of their previous marriage.

Veal bolsters red meat production 


Total red meat production fell by 0.7 per cent to 220,830 tonnes in July 
1990 despite rises in veal and lamb production. 


Compared with July 1989, however, livestock slaughterings increased in 
all categories and total red meat production was 8.2 per cent higher. 


Veal production in July increased by 23.3 per cent over June 1990 to 4,042 
tonnes. There was an increase of 33.7 per cent in the number of calves 
slaughtered, with Victoria contributing 86.3 per cent of the increase. 


Lamb slaughterings also increased 4.4 per cent while sheep, pigs and 
cattle all recorded a decrease,
